The report is current that a very 
strong effort is being made to in- 
duce the authorities to build a 
dormitory at the University. The 
GAZETTE does not believe that a 
careful and conscientious Board of 
Regents such as ours can be in- 
duced to faver the scheme. Stu- 
dents are getting board and lodg- 
ing in excellent families in Reno at 
bare cost, and the walk morning 
and evening is simply healthful ex- 
ercise. The pleathat it is the duty 
of some one to have constant su- 
pervision of the young ladies and 
gentlemen is not tenable. A child 
who cannot be trusted to walk to 
and from the school is not fit com- 
pany for others, and should be ex- 
pelled. To spend the people’s 
money to erect boarding houses 
while it is so badly needed for 
legitimate educational purposes is 
wholly unwarranted and should be 
‘condemned. Any one would pre- 
fer walking into town to staying 
on that lonesome hill all night, and 
it would be empty after it was 
built.

Inter-State Commerce. 

New York, May 10.—Before tie 
Senate Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mittee this morning, President Charles 
S. Smith of the Chamber of Com- 
merce testified : 

He referred to the fact that railroad 
building in India and about the Black 
Sea ports is being pushed rapidly. It 
is greatly feared under the present 
condition that it will not be long be- 
fore America will have lost what little 
export trade it has had. He even advo- 
cated the carrying of occasional ship- 
ments of grain by railroad at less than 
vost when necessary. In regard to 
competition with the English steam- 
ship lines, Smith thought there was 
but small hope of successful competi- 
tion unless the American lines _re- 
ceive a subsidy from’ the Govern- 
ment. ‘‘ We have done it for the rail- 
roads, why not do it for the steamship 
lines? We must look beyond the 
railroads and towards the steamships 
unless we want to see our flag disap- 
pear altogether.” 

J. H. Herrick, Chairman of the In- 
ter-State Committee of Produce Ex- 
change, thought the inter-State law a 

one in many respects, and that 
the position of the merchants under it 
is better than while “ pooling ”’ was in 
vogue. The penalty provided, how- 
ever, was not severe enough. There 
was a tendency to discriminate against 
the seaboard points in favor of foreign 
ports; for instance, senggerig: & where 
the rate from Milwaukee to Liverpool 
was 19 cents; to New York it was 33 
cents. ‘‘ Without the Erie canal the 
rates would not be as regular as they 
are. The canal‘ acts as a regulator, 
and we should not restrict the Cana- 
dian roads for the same reason. We 
need them as a regulator, but they 
should be under the same government 
control as our Own s.”’

A Badly Bungied Execution. 

OzarK, Mo., May 10.—Three Bald 
Knobbers, Dave Walker, chief of the 
Ba!d Knobbers, bis son, Wm. Walker, 
and John Mathews were hanged here 
at ten o’clock to-day for the murder cf 
Chas. Green and Wm. Edens on March 
11. 1887. The ropes broke and the 
three men fell to the ground strug- 
gling. It was a horrible butchery. 
The condemned were carried to the 
scaffold again at 10:10, and again 
dropped, but it was again bungled and 


the men hung by the neck, writhing 
and struggling and finally strangled to 
death. Dave Walker died in fifteen 
minutes, John Mathews in thirteen 
and Bill Walker in fourteen minutes. 

Wm. Walker was baptized last eve- 
ning by immersion in a bath basin car- 
ried into the jail. The scene was af- 
fecting. John Mathews made a long 
rayer, which could be distinctly heard 
in the street fronting the jail. The 
two Walkers retired about 11 o’clock 
and went to sleep, and did not wake 
until after 4 o’clock. They were up 
early and ate their breakfast at the 
usual hour, The jail vard was full of 
guards armed with Winchester rifles, 
shot-guns and revolvers. Divine ser- 
vices were opened in the jail at 7:30 
o’clock, Mathews and Wm. Walker 
taking part. At 8:53 the Sheriff en- 
tered the jail and read the death war- 
rant tothe doomed men. Soon after 
they were dressed for the execution. 
For the past two weeks powerful pleas 
have been made to the Governor for a 
commutation of the sentences of 
the three men, and Wednesday last, 
after reviewing the case at length, 
the Governor declined to interfere, 
and the condemned were notified thev 
must die. The arrest, trial and con- 
viction of the Bald Knobber leaders 
has attracted a wide-spread attention, 
and for the first time in the history of 
Bald Knobbers the organization was 
made public. Janey county, Mo., 
was the birthplace of this order of 
masked regulators. It is in the wild- 
est section of the State, and the early 
days of lawlessness caused the forma- 
tion of leagues for the protection of 
life and property. Ata point eight 
miles east of Ozark and near the 
Edens dwelling one John Evans was 
whipped by Bald Knobbers for mis- 
behaving in church. 

Old man Eden, who was a friend of 
Evans, interfered and received several 
blows, with a whip. Eden afterwards 
fearlessly denounced the Bald Knob- 
bers, and on the night of March 
llth a band of twenty-six of 
them eeded to Eden’s _ resi- 
dence t6 punish the inmates. They 
first went to the house of Wm. Eden, 
but when finding no one there pro- 
ceeded to the house of James Eden, 
Williain’s father. There were in the 
house at the time, the father, mother, 
son, daughter, daughter-in-law, son- 
in-law and two grandchildren. The 
Knobbers fired promiscuously into the 
house, killing young Wm. Eden and 
Charles Green, his _ brother-in-law, 
and leaving old man Eden on the floor 
for dead. A peculiar feature of the 
Bald Knobbers is that a majority of 
that band of regulators were devout 
church members. Chief Walker was 
a devout expounder of temperance and 
a generally devout man. The Bali 
Knobber Chief clung to the belief that 
the regulators were the champions of 
right, asserting that the Eden-Green 
killing was an unfortunate but un- 
avoidable mistake.

Keciprocity Discussed. 
Special to the GAZETTE. | 

San Francisco, May 10.—The Sen- 
ate Committee continued its investiga- 
tion this morning into the relations of 
this coast with Canada. Edward M. 
Herrick, representing the Pacific Pine 
Lumber Company, testified that lum- 


ber is being sold by the cargo at less 
than cost. The capacity of the mills 
in British Columbia is 200,000,000 feet 
and their market is wholly foreign. 
There cay» be no further reduction 
in the price of lumber on this coast 
except at the expense of the laborer. 
British Columbia lumber can be sold 
in this market at $14 at a profit. This 
is due to the paternal tendencies of 
the Dominion Government. In one 
year British Columbig could increase 
its capacity to supply the American 
market. The three factors in favor of 
the British Columbia manufacturers are 
cheaper lands, cheaper labor, the leas- 
ing of lands by the Dominion Govern- 
ment and, possibly, lower freights. If 


the barrier against British Columbia | 


was thrown down American lumber- 
men would have to go out of the busi- 
ness.

THE TAHOE CORNER. 


What Must Be Done te Correct It 
—Trenmor Coffia Better—Sena- 
tor Stewart on Irrigation— 
Young & Prebie’s Land Scheme 

San Francisco, May 8, 1889. 

Eprror Gazette: Trenmor Coffin 
is getting better. I called.on him at 
Dr. Lane’s private hospital on Mission 
street the other day, and he showed 
me that his ankle, which was so badly 
crippled with rheumatism, is recover- 
ing its ability for movement. He 
thinks he will be able to get home 
within the next two weeks, though he 
does not expect to walk in that time 
without a cane. The surgeon says his 
ankle will be as good as new. 

A writer in the Oakland Paragraph 
declares that the action of the late 
California Legislature, giving Nevada 
three-quarters of a mile additional ter- 
ritory at Lake Tahoe corner is null 
and void, for the reason that it is in 
contravention of a congressional law. 
It admits that an error was made by 
Von Schmidt in his final survey, but 
avers that Congress ratified it and 
gave it validity. 

The starting point of the survey was 
designated as ‘‘where the 35th paral- 
lel cnts the middle of the Colorado 
river.”’ 

After this point was established the 
line was run to the Tahoe point. This 


baek track, when it was discovered 
that the ge tyes river had changed 
its bed at thé pointcut by the 35th 
ey llel at least three-quarters of a 
mile. 

It being represented to Congress 
that the Colorado river was liable to 
change its bed as often as a pretty girl 
changes her mind, the National Legis- 
lature decided that the Tahoe corner 
stand as already established, and per- 
mitted the surveyor to make.an elbow 
in his line some place along the Cali- 
fornia eastern frontier. This does not 
appear in any of the maps, but it 
ought to.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 


Alfaifa on the Western Slope of 
the Sierras. 


The Kern county (Cal.) £cho says: 
It has been known for years that alfalfa 
did well in higher altitudes and with- 
stood the frosts and snows of Winter, 
but it has been seriously questioned 
whether it would do well on the steep 
hillsides up in the mountains where 
there is no opportunity to give it more 
moisture than that derived directly 
from the clouds. When D. C. Mad- 


dux of Linn’s Valley finished seeding 
his level land last year he had about 
fifteen pounds of alfalfa seed left. 
This he. seattered about on two and 
a half acres of hilllside land whick 
he had (first -plowed as_ well 
as its surface and condition would per- 
mit. After sowing, the ground was 
slightly harrowed. This he did as an 
experiment, and to test the matter 
thoroughly he chose land that has 
both northern and southern exposure. 
The seeding was done in the inonth of 
March and much to his pleasure, most 
of the seed grew and thrived all sum- 
mer. The alfalfa is now from six to 
ten inches high and is growing quite 
rapidly. The soil where he sowed the 
seed is a combination of adobe and 
decomposed granite, very heavy and 
rather inclined to be cold. The eleva- 
tion is between four thousand and five 
thousand feet. Many other stock- 
raisers who have seen his field this 
spring express astonishment but satis- 
faction at the result of the experiment.

THE NEW YORK CENTENNIAL. 
An Account of the Parade by a 
Fermer Reno Lady. 

The following extracts are taken 
from.a letter written by Mrs. W. R. 
Jenvey to friends in Reno, and, as 
it gives quite a graphic account of the 
Centennial celebration in New York, 
it is given to the public: 

The Centennial has kept us on the 
qui vive all the time. e took it gil 
in. Monday we went up to Mrs. 
Stevens and took in the naval parade. 
It was very disappointing fromi there. 
The vessels came up one by one, but 
were so farapart that it looked very 
ordinary. Mr. Terry had invited us 
to go on his tug, but I thought with 
the children it would be altogether 
safer and better to be where they could 
run around and enjoy themselves. . If 
we had gone we would have seen a 
great deal more. The tug was down 
in the bay amongst all of the boats, 
and gll could see the decorations of the 
ships and maneuvers of the sailors, as 
well as the President’s boat. But 
they got all the swells which made 
some of them sea-sick, some were 
splashed with water and the paint was 
rubbed off the tug by a big boat that 
ran into it. So, altogether, I have 
been thankful that we were on terra 
firma. ‘Tuesday morning we left the 
house at.8 o’clock. We had no diffi- 
culty in reaching Fifth Avenue, al- 
though even then boats, street cars 


and streets were pretty well filled up. 


Mzs. Shippen’s flat is just above the 
triumphal arch, and the only part-of 
Fifth Avenue that has asphaltum in- 
stead of stone, so we undoubtedly saw 
the best marching and evolutions, for 
it was so much easier for the soldiers 
on a smooth street. Indeed it was 
grand, and was eight hours passing us. 
First came the Governor of Deleware 
with his staff, and the dear old man 
with his long gray hair was cheered to 
the very echo. Then came the West 
Point cadets; they were superb, the 
finest marching I think that I ever 
saw. I will send you a book with the 
order of march, as I could not begin to 
enumerate. Ohio had more men, I 
think, than any other State, outside of 
New York, and Governor Foraker re- 
ceived a perfect ovation all along the 
line of march. The regiments from 
Louisville, Kentucky, were very beau- 
tiful. You remember the Louisville 
boys took the prize in San Francisco 
the time of the Knights Templar con- 
clave. President Harrison did the 
proper thing very gracefully, but I 
think there was more cheering for 
Cleveland. Cleveland looked much 
better than his pictures represent him 
—not as gross as I had pictured him 
They say that Mrs. Cleveland was 
the belle at the ball. If you 


coukd have: seen the dense throng 


that was all along that street— 
women with little infants in their 
arms and little children standing in 
that crush—it would have made your 
heart ache. As we looked up and 
dawn the street there was one mass, 
one sea of heads. As we were in the 
third story windows we could look 
dewn upon them and see everything.

We could not have 
been more delightfully situated—we 
had easy chairs to sit in and silk cush- 
ions under our arms and on the win- 
dow sills: We were regaled at differ- 
ent times during the day with boullion, 
chicken salad, coffee, ice cream, cake, 
etc. We got home at 6 o’clock, tired 
out.

LD-TIME STATESMEN. 


A Very Large Number of Them 
~ 'Were Young Men. | 


centuries there has been } . 
@ tradition of a long lost island called | 


The Remarkably Youthful Set of Men 
Known as the “‘ Fathers of the Repub- 
lic *"—Education in the Days of 
Our Revered Ancestors. 


The “fathers of the Republic” were not 
the sexagenarians and septuagenarians of 
their era, writes Edward P. Clark in the 
Chicago America. On the contrary, they 
were, as a rule, aremarkably youthfyl set of 
men. It is the “wigs, queues and knee. 
breeches” which have caused the misappre- 
hension. The pictures in the schoc!l history 
show white-haired men who bear every ap- 
pearance of oeing ‘“‘well up in years,’’ and 
the child instinctively thinks of them as 
old. Almost superhuman wisdom was re- 
quired to discharge their almost impossible 
task, and it consequently seems as though 
they must have possessed the requisite 
wisdom and experience of the world. If the 
question were asked which of the two bod- 
ies, the convention of 1788 or the United 
States Senate of 1888, showed the Inghest 
average of age doubtuess nine persons out 
of every ten would answer that the framers 
of the constitution were much the older. 

Forty-one deputies from the various 
States subscribed their names to the con- 
stitution on the 17th day of September, i787. 
The birthdays of all but four are known. 
Of these thirty-seven there were but five 
who were as old as sixty, and, in truth, one 
of these five did not complete his sixtieth 
year until the month after the convention 
dissolved. The Nestor of that body was 
Berjamin Franklin, who was more than 
eighty-one when it met. Roger Sherman 
came next in seniority, at sixty-six. Then 
toliowed two members each in their sixty- 
fourth year, and the deputy who was just 
turning sixty. But only one-sixth of the 
whole number were entitled to be called ola 
men. 

Turn now to the other extreme. Jonathan 
Dayton, of New Jersey, lacked severai 
months of being 27 when the convention 
met; Wuliam Jackson, cf Pennsylvania, 
was but 28; Charles Pinckney, of South 
Carolina, only 29; Alexander Hamilton, cf 
New York, was buta few months past 30; 
Rufus King, of Massachusetts, 32; Gouver- 
neuer Morris, of New York, 35, and James 
Madison, of Virginia, 36. Twelve of the 
thirty-seven were unaer 40, and twenty less 
than 45 years oid. A full third were thus 
within the class which, in speaking of age 
nowadays, we call young men. The average 
age of the whole number fell just inside of 
45 years. 

It would be a waste of space to argue 
that the young men of the convention did 
their full share of the work. It is 
enough to have cited the great names 
just mientioned and to add_ that 
the committee to which the instru- 
ment was referred for final revision con- 
sisted of Johnson, aged 60; Hamilton, 30; 
Gouverneuer Morris, 35; Madison, 36, and 
King, 32. Bancroft calls Madison ‘‘the 
chief author of the constitution.’’ Hamil- 
ton’s work in the Federalist is conceded to 
have been the most potent agency in com- 
mending the instrument to the country and 
securing its adoption. Marshall, then only 
33, furnished the powerful assistance with- 
out which Madison could not have secured 
the narrow majoritv by which their State 
was persuaded to accept it. 

The Constitutional convention was not 
unique as a field for youthful achievement. 
Jefferson had been only 33 years old when 
he wrote the “Declaration of Independ- 
ence.”” Hamilton was made Secretary of 
the Treasury by Washington, and began his 
great career as a financier at the age of 32. 
At the same time King, who had become a 
“carpet-bagger”’ to New York—since he 
represenved Massachusetts in the Constitu- 
tional convention— was elected United 
States Senator at 34. Thirty had been fixed 
as the minimum age for Senators, and halfof 
those first elected were between 30 and 35. 
A few years later Henry Clay came to the 
Senate, and was admitted without thought 
that he was not eligible—the fact being that 
he did not reach the age of 30 until more 
than three months later. 

No limit of age for the judiciary was fixed 
in the constitution, but if there be any place 
in the Government where maturity is de- 
manded it is on the bench of the Supreme 
Court. Washington appointed as one of the 
early Justices, James Iredell, who was but 
39 years old; John Adams gave a place to 
Bushrod Washington at 36, and Jefferson 
named William Johnson at only 32. This 
was simply the adoption of the Federal 
Government of the same principle which 
the States had applied to the choice of 
Judges. John Jay, who was made first 
Chief Justice of the United States at 43, had 


been avpointed Chief Justice of New York ; 


when but 31. Iredeil had been judge of the 
superior court of North Carolina when only 
27 


The truth is that what we have come to | 


consider the especial era of old men was 
really the most remarkable period in our 
history for young men. They enjoyed a 
chance a century ago such’ as young men 
have never had since the civil war broke 
down temporarily some of the barriers 
against youth in public life, but the con- 
trolling forces were wielded by men whose 
ave age was a number of years greater 
than that of their grandfathers, who held 
sway during the revolutionary period. 

The youngest man in the United States 
Senate to-day—Kenna, of West Virginia— 
was 35 years old when he took his seat, and 
nobody so young had been in the body for a 
long period before his appearance. He is 
now 40 and’ nobody else in the body of 76 
members is so young, although, as we have 
seen, one-third of the Constitutional con- 
vention were under 40. More than half of 
the body, it has been shown, were less than 
45 years old; only twenty-one of the 
present seventy-six Senators, or but a trifle 
over a quarter, were less than 45 years 
old when they entered the chamber. The

Various Phases of Life Noted by an Old 
Railroad Conductor. 

“ Yes,’’ said an old conductor to a Chica- 
go News reporter recently, ** we see all man- 
ifestations of human happiness. and sorrow 
here in the course of afew months. Some- 
times we carry a funeral party in one part 
of the train and a lot of roistering pleas- 
ure-seekers on another.

These 
coaches are scrubbed, dusted and. polished 
every trip, but people don’t seem to appre- 
ciate it. 

‘* It’s a fine place to study human nature. 
For instance, look at that man curled up in 
the space usually occupied by four passen- 
gers. He thinks that because he takes his 
boots off he has the right to project his big, 
dirty feet into the aisle as far as he pleases.

MYSTERIOUS MONSTERS. 


What Sea-Serpents Are Like According 
to the Most Authentic Accounts. 

A young sea-serpent was killed with a 
pitchfork on Good Harbor beach, Mass., in 
1817, and was exhibited for days in the 
house of Captain John Beach. It was for- 
merly examined by the Linnazan Society of 


some gigantic unknown creature “resem- 
ybling the sea-serpent.”’ 

Captain McQuhae, of H. M. 8. Daedalus, 
described the sea-serpent he and his crew 
saw op August 6, 15848, as more than sixty 
feet long, of a dark brown color, with no 
fins, but something like a mane on the back 
of the neck, which was about sixteen inches 
through. 

No less a personage than Daniel Webster, 
as recorded in the New England Magazine, 
saw &sca-serpent on August 14, 1817, and 
that particular sea-serpent was described 
as nearly one hundred feet long, as large 
around as a man’s body, of a dark brown 
color, with a head like a turtle’s, and a ver- 
tical motion in the waves. | 

Bishop Pontopidon, whose account, being 
based on hearsay, is very little credited, 
said the Norway sea-serpent was gray, with 
a black mouth, long mane and a head not 
unlike that of a horse. 

Rev. Paul Egede, a missionary to Green- 
land, says in his story of his voyage to that 
country that he saw on July 6, 1774, a sea- 
serpent with a long, sharp snoot, that 
spouted like a whale. It had “broad flap- 
pers’ and scales and looked like a snake. 

The Roundout cquatic snake was said to 
have a mottled back, a long dorsal fin, and 
to be about fifty-five feet long. The sea- 
serpent seen by Mr. Parsons and Captain 
Hitchcock in the Hudson was described as 
having flat sides and abig slate-colored 
head.- The Gloucester (Mass.) sea-serpent 
seemed to be about eighty feet in length 
and had a smooth, dark head, corresponding 
in other respects with the general drift of 
testimony. 

Virgiul’s description of a sea-serpent is: 
**Lacoon, the priest, was sacrificing a bull 
before the sacred altars, when, lo! on the 
tranquil deep, twin sea serpents are seen 
making their way to the shore. Their 
bloody crests and erect breasts o’ertop the 
waves. They wriggle along over the sur- 
face in great coils, lashing the sea into a 
foam. Soon they reach the land, and, with 
fiery, bloodshot eyes, lick their jaws with 
hissing tongues.”’

his boots shined. In this’ way the’ 
bootblack acquires a permanent  cur- 
vature of the spine. If you catch 


a Texas bootblack and pull out his spinal 
column, it will be found to be twisted like a’ 
corkscrew, if any of our readers know what: 
that is.
